School Books, Etc. 
[The following remarks were made by Dr. 
Waircuram S. Patres of this towa, before the 


nmittee, in ard of his petition con- 


cerning ool Books and their publication: ] 


The subject of Education and Schooling 
being one of the most important connected 
with our Republican institutiwns, everything 
associated with its improvement or advance- 


ment seems worthy of 


investigation and legal 
assistance by ali its friends. 
I know of none more intimately connected 


er selection 


and judicious distribuuion of Schoo Books, 
from whict se who attend these public 
institutions are in a great measure to derive 
their Education 

It is well known by all who are or have 


been interested in our schools, that the pre- 
sent system and method of supplying them 
with books is a source of great dissatisfaction 


to parents and the community, by levying, as 


they say, an unnecessary and burdensome tax 
upon them 

i have given this matter considerable 
thoueht; and, after mature consideration, 
concluded that it was most advisable to peti- 
tion the Legis ire for a gener Ww, as 
being the only thing that would overcome 
this great and growing evil 

My impression is, that a law migat be en- 
acted so that he schoo! books used in our 
public schools s 1 be published by the 
State, u ler the « tro nd direction of the

class of our citizens who can sovilly spare 


it, These frequent changes also creates 
an extra expense to all the towns tn the 
State, by supplying some of their poor with 
The town of Quincy 


paid from her treasury in the year 1857, for 


books and stationery, 


this class of articles, one hundred and thirty- 
eight dollars; this extra tax upon towns in 
the State, amounts to over fifty thousand 
dollars. 

The publication of these books by the 
State would not be disadvantagvious to her 


Interest, aS printing is an item that enters 


largely into her business transactions, and 


competitors for the State printing would ac- 
cept the work at a comparatively less sum 


than at present—contractors usually taking 


large contracts at a much less percentage 
than smaller ones. It will also be seen by 
the above statement, that there isa large 
margin for the Commonwealth, to be more 


than compensated for what extra expense she 


may be at in accomplishing this noble object, 
and at the same time be rendering a lasti 

benefit tu education and the two hundred and 
sixty thousand children of this Common- 


wealth who attend school, by endeavoring to 
do what we can in catrying forward the great 


work of redeeming all from the bondage of 


wnorance and error, and enfranchising them 


into the light and freedom of knowledge and 


truth 

In establishing a law for this purpose, we 
should be pr rfectis y our present aduurable 
ind commendable system of common school 
education, by inducing and giving many the 
privilege of attending scliools, who are now 


deprived of its benefit, not having the means 


of purchasing such a multiplicity of books. 


lL have been informed by good and reliable | 


authority, that many pupils in many towns 
have deen obliged to leave school on this ac- 
count, who had sufficient means to have 
procured a reasonable and proper amount of 
books.

6.— Do not run off to the city to get your 
handbills, labels, cards, &c. printed because 
forsooth, you can geta reduction of a few 
cents in price. Support your own as you 
wish to be supported. 

7.—If you have the control of any legal 
adveriising, send it to your friend.
